The Cattleman Cover

PIHE scene on the cover of this month's issue is a typical 
one and could be duplicated most anywhere in the great 
Southwest. This particular scene was taken on the famous 

T O Ranch at Raton, New Mexico 

“Caking” a part of the cow herd on the T O Ranch at Raton, 
New Mexico, is shown in the cover picture. The trucks are 
putting out a ration of cottonseed cake for 650 registered Here 
ford cows, although only a part of the cows may be seen in 
the picture 

Good management, as well as good breeding, have made the 
120,000-acre T O Ranch nationally famous for its breeding 
stock and feeder animals. The ranch usually carries about 
2,600 cows, varying the number according to range forage con- 
ditions. Care is taken to have reserve teed supplies and pre 
vent overstocking. 

Good management practices on the T O include always hav 
ing plenty of range forage and supplemental feed to allow cat 
tle to do their best; providing plenty of well-distributed water 
and mineral supplements and adequate but not elaborate equip 
ment; producing feeders of the right type, well handled before 
sale, taught to eat and separated into uniform lots at sale time 

The T O management believes that the feeding of high pro- 
tein concentrate increases the calf crop percentage, gives cows 
a longer useful life, makes range forage utilized more efficient 
ly and produces heavier calves at market time. 

M. H. (Slim) Miller is manager of the ranch and was the 
right-hand man of the late Ed JGhnson who managed the prop- 
erty until his death a few years ago

Livestock Slaughter 


‘OR the year 1950, commercial meat production in the United 
States totaled 20,219,000,000 pounds, 3 per cent more than 
the 19,714,000,000 pounds produced in 1949 and 5 per cent 

more than the 19,303,000,000 pounds in 1948. 

During the year a total of 17,900,000 head of cattle were 
slaughtered. This was a decrease of 1 per cent from the 18,- 
000,000 head slaughtered during 1949. Although fewer cattle 
were slaughtered, the amount of beef produc in commercial} 
plants was | per cent greater than in 1949. This increase in 
production was the result of a 14-pound increase in the average 
live weight of cattle slaughtered. Total beef production in 1950 
totaled 9,239,000,000 pounds. This compares with 9,142,000,000 
pounds produced in 1949 and %,766,000,000 pounds in 1948. 
Compared with 1949, the number of cattle slaughtered during 
1950 was greater in ali of the North and South Atlantic States 
except New Jersey and West Virginia, while in the South 
Central States only Kentucky, Tennessee and Texas slaugh- 
tered more cattle. In the Western States only Idaho, Colorado 
and New Mexico slaughtered more cattle than in 1949. Other 
States which showed increases were Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin, 
lowa and Nebraska 

Veal production of 1,128,000,000 pounds in 19560 was & per 
cent below the 1,240,000,000 pounds produced in 1949. The 
number of calves slaughtered during 1950 totaled 10,000,000 
head, a decrease of & per cent from the 10,800,000 head slaugh- 
tered during 1949. The average live weight of calves slaugh- 
tered was one pound lighter than during 1949. Comparing 1950 
with 1949 calf slaughter was down in all States except Vir- 
ginia, South Carolina, Georgia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, 
and Delaware and Maryland. 

Commercial hog slaughter during 1950 was estimated to 
be 68,400,000 head, 7 per cent more than the 63,700,000 head 
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slaughtered during 1949. Pork production at 9,260,000,000 
pounds was up 6 per cent from the preceding year. The aver- 
age live weight of hogs slaughtered during 1950 was 240 
pounds, three pounds lighter than the average for 1949. Lard 
production for 1950 is estimated at 2,290,000,000 pounds com- 
pared with a production of 2,170,000,000 pounds in 1949. Hog 
slaughter during 1950 was greater than ip 1049 in all of the 
important hog slaughtering States. Only eight States slaugh- 
tered fewer hogs and these were mainly in the southern and 
western areas 

Output of mutton and lamb during 1950 was 582,000,000 
pounds. This was | per cent below the 587,000,000 pounds pro- 
duced during 1949. The number of sheep and lambs slaugh- 
tered totaled 12,900,000 head, 4 per cent leas than the previous 
year. The average live weight was one pound heavier in 1960 
than in 1949. Of the 10 ranking sheep slaughtering States, 
only New York, New Jersey and Colorado slaughtered more 
sheep and lambs during 1950 than in 1949. 


Cattle Theft Prosecutions 


OHN THOMAS WILKERSON was tried in District Court of 
Harris County on February 6, for theft of eighteen head of 
cattle from Lloyd Matthews, Fred Henry, F & G Dairy, W. 
©. Holt and M. FP. MeCracken. On a plea of guilty, he was given 
1 seven-year penitentiary sentence 

Evidence in this case was secured by Constable O. T. Busch 
ef Humble, Ranger E. C. Campbell, Deputy Sheriff Roy Bass, 
Inspectors G. O. Stoner of Houston and Buck Eckols of Liberty. 

Between December 18 and January 6, 1951, the officers had 
recovered eighteen head of cattle stolen in this case, and re- 
turned to owners. Cattle were recovered in Cherokee, Fort Bend, 
Montgomery and Harris Counties 

Charlie Rice of Brownwood, Texas, was tried in District 
Court of Coryell County for theft of cattle from Herbert Hall- 
mark. The trial resulted in a ten-year penitentiary sentence. 

Evidence in this case was secured by Joe White, sheriff of 

Coryell County; Rangers Nordyke and Horton, and Inspector 
Herman Porter. 


Price Supports Announced for 1951-Crop Corn 


RICE support for 1951-crop corn at 90 per cent of parity 
as of the beginning of the marketing season, with an as- 
sured minimum national average support of $1.54 a bushel, 

and specified dollars-and-cents support rates for oats, rye, 
barley, and grain sorghums, have been announced by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Charles F. Brannan. The percentage-of- 
parity support levels are in all cases (except for corn in the 
former non-commercial area} the same as those for 1960, but 
the dollars-and-cents rate has increased more for corn than 
for the other grains because of revisions in the parity formula 
provided in the Agricultural Act of 1949 

With the announcement of the 1951-crop support rates for 
these grains, Secretary Brannan said: Phe price supports 
announced for corn and other grains, well in advance of aprin 
planting, are intended to encourage increased production ate 
grains, and hence of livestock. To give maximum emphasis 
to corn, the change in price relationships between corn and 
the other grains brought about by the revised parities has 
been maintained in the support rates. The changed price re- 
lationship is also important in grain sorghum areas, because 
of the need for sharply increased cotton production.” 

Loan maturity dates are the same as in 1950, but these 
dates may be advanced or loans called to meet any unfore- 
seenble emergency conditions which may arise, 

Support for corn will be not less than a national average 
of $1.54 a bushel, which is 90 per cent of the corn parity price 
as of January 15, 1961. Hf the corn parity price is higher at 
the beginning of the 195i-crop marketing season next October, 
the support will be inerensed to reflect 90 per cent of parity 
at that time. 

Price support for corn at 90 per cent of parity will apply 
nationally, since Secretary Brannan has already announced 
there will be no corn acreage allotments and no designation 
of a commercial corn area, as such, in 1961, For the 1960 
crop, when allotments were in effect in the commercial corn

High Level Production Guides Announced 


CREAGE ot on to assist farmers in planning an all-out 

am for 1951 have been announced by 

sea of A  ageoe Charles F. Brannan for grains 

and other crops which make up a large proportion of the 
spring-planted acreage. 

The maximum practicable increases for spring wheat and 
corn, the major food and feed grains, are included in the sug- 
gested production. A cotton crop of at least 16 million bales 
was announced last fall as the goal for 1951. 

“Full roduction from American farms is essential in es 
defense eff fort,” said Secretary Brannan. “We are pong Bey 
the highest feasible level of production for those crops whi 
will be needed most. 

“The fact that there is a limit to the total crop ac 
which is available means that production guides must “ 
planned within a balanced schedule. Increases in some crops 
necessarily mean decreases in others. It is therefore not prac- 
ticable to ask for as large an acreage in some instances as 
would otherwise be desirable. It would be a good thing, for 
instance, to have an even larger corn crop than we are sug- 
gesting, if it were not necessary to consider the need for other 
grains, soybeans, and other crops which compete for the same 
acreage. 

“The production guides are designed to help farmers plan 
their crops in line with the over-all needs—turning out the 
highest possible balanced production this year, and at the same 
time protecting their resources for the future. 

“In addition to the guides announced, suggested levels for 
a number of other crops, including seeds and fresh fruits and 
vegetables, will be determined and announced before planting 
time 

“We are not at this time announcing specifie production 
guides for livestock, dairy, and poultry products. However, it 
is very important that livestock production be continued at 
high levels. Farmers are aiready planning increases in meat 
production, and this trend should be continued to the extent 
that adequate feed supplies are available. This production de- 
pends primarily upon feed concentrates, hay, and pasture, and 
farmers must make their plana with close attention to the 
feed situation

“Continued interest in conservation farming and grassland 
improvement can play a very important part in helping te meet 
the critical situation facing us for the next few years, Farmers 
and ranchers, with the full support of Federal and State 
agencies, should see that each acre is utilized so as to con- 
tribute ite part in meeting the over-all need.” 

The suggested 1951 acreages for the crops included are 
listed below, with comparisons with last year's acreages, Sepa- 
rate acreage guides are not needed for peanuts and tobacco, 
which are still under acreage allotments, The allotments them. 

In retognition of the 
fact that the total available crop land is limited, the guides 
call for lower acreages of some crops in order to provide for 
increases for those which are more essential in the prepared- 
ness program. For example, the suggested grain sorghum 
acreage is down from last year in view of the need for in- 
creased acreage of cotton and in recognition of the fact that 
farmers in the in sorghum areas have already increased 
their fall sown wheat.

W. C. Padgitt. Soon a Padgitt saddle 
became the pride of the range rider, and 
for many it remains so to this day. 

Railroad transportation made the grow- 
ing of cotton profitable in the Krtile 
Blacklands north, east, and south of Dal- 
las. As a result, some of the range land 
was plowed up and cultivated. Yet much 
of it continued to be grazed. On the 
prairies east of Dallas were put on can- 
vas the greatest paintings of the Long- 
horns, those of the late Frank Reaugh. 
And, as modern breeds displaced the 
—— Longhorns, the State Fair of Texas 
in Dallas displayed the British breeds 
and emphasized their advantages. 

The coming of skyscrapers and smoke- 
stacks did not lead people in the Dallas 
area to lose interest in beef cattle. The 
United States agricultural census of 1945 
showed 47,665 cattle and calves in Dallas 
County alone. While that figure is well 
below the top, it is much higher than 
that of the average Texas county and is 
above that of many counties whose main 
interest is cattle raising. 

Much of the land retired from cotton 
in the Dallas area in the last eighteen 
years has been put back in grass. Dairy 
cows graze in some of the restored pas- 
tures; but others hold fine herds of Here- 
fords, many of them the offspring of 
prize-winning bulls. On the prairies east 
of Dallas may be found, too, some of 
the state’s most impressive herds of 
Brahman cattle. 

In the last decade, Dallas has estab- 
lished with its own money an institution 
that is developing grasses to keep pas- 
tures green the year-round. This is the 
Texas Research Foundation, whose 358 
experimental acres and twenty labora- 
tories are on the city’s northern out- 
skirts. This foundation, manned by top 
scientists, is looking for ways to re- 
juvenate played-out soi] and to produce 
juicier beefateaks. All this and more is 
cing done with private funds, without 
asking taxpayers for a cent. 

Dallas’ business and industrial prog- 
reas, which will be much in the eye of 
visiting cattlemen, took its first big spurt 
when, in 1873, the frontier town became 
a railway crossroads. In the three years 
that elapsed from that time until Fort 
Worth obtained its first rail connection, 
seeds were planted that were to make 
Dallas a great distribution center. 

Those who brought wagon-trains of 
buffalo hides from Fort Griffin to Dallas 
stayed to buy supplies and gadgets 
hauled in by the Iron Horse. Soon Dallas 
became the wholesale point for a vast 
area. In addition, it now has the region's 
finest retail stores, whose trade comes 
from as fai as Hollywood and New York. 
It bas the largest bookstore in the South- 
west. 

Dallas is the central core of the South- 
west’s oil industry and is the financial 
capital of Texas. The two largest banks 
in the Lone Star domain are both in 
Dallas. They are the First National and 
the Republic National. The latter has 
begun construction on what will be the 
tallest building in Texas. Dallas is one 
of the nation’s leading insurance centers 
It has ranked high since World War I! 
in attracting new businesses and in build- 
ing new homes. It prevides 85 percent 
of the North Texas aviation business 

Dallas manufacturing, although limit- 
ed mainly to light industries that make 
no smoke or grime, is large and varied.

top ranch management and good cattle 
breeding. The short, thick and lowset 
type of cattle found on the ranch is the 
result of years of intensive breeding un 
der the direction of that master cattle 
man, Ed Johnson. Today, Slim Miller 
continues this constructive breeding pro 
gram and practices ranch management 
which has one objective—“produce feeder 
calves which will make money for the 
feeder and friends for the Ranch”. A day 
at the ranch with Siim is a rare pleasure 
from the time you drink that first steam 
ing cup of coffee with the “boys” until 
the last pasture has been “caked” and 
the last windmill checked 

This 140,000-acre birthplace of cham 
pions is located just below the Raton 
Pasa in the foothills of the Rockies. The 
size of the herd varies with prospective 
grass conditions each year. This usually 
means about 3,000 mother cows. During 
the very poor years there may be several 
hundred fewer cows on the ranch or sev- 
eral hundred more replacement heifers 
may be kept when conditions appear ex 
tra good. 

Proper care of the grass is the first 


remainder of the herd gathera in. 


consideration. Although they try to stock 
with the ideal number of cows, they un- 
derstock if there ia any question about 
the carrying capacity for the coming 
year. Slim says that since they are actu- 
ally selling range grass it is necessary 
to keep that grass in condition for top 
production next year and ten years from 
now. Through careful location of water 
ing and salting places and by changing 
winter feeding grounds, they are able to 
secure an even distribution of grazing 
over the entire ranch 

Natural springs have been developed 
for best use and conservation of water 
supply. Ponds were constructed to catch 
excess run-off water and the overflow 
from springs and wells. Windmills are 
located so cattle will have only a short 
distance to travel to water. Wells and 
windmills are fitted with identical equip- 
ment so that a piece of pipe or an extra 
part which fits one well may be used 
for any other well on the ranch. 

Replacement heifers are selected while 
they are still nursing. This enables Slim 
definitely to identify the calf with its

Blood regeneration may sometimes be 
au problem in adults. Dr. Leverton has 
found that when blood donors were fed 
additional amounts of meat, their biood 
returned to normal at a faster rate 
than when their diets did not contain 
this liberal quantity of meat. 

Most recent of ail nutritional findings 
is that of the need for more meat in 
the diet of older members of the family 
These findings make the aging process 
not only “honorable” but also more en 
joyable. Formerly, as physical activity 
decreased with advancing years, there 
was a reduction in the amount of meat 
in the diet--supposedly to protect the 
kidneys and to prevent increased blood 
pressure. Now it has been revealed 
that this is unfounded. Meat neither 
causes kidney damage nor elevates the 
blood pressure regardless of whether it 
is “red” or “white meat.” In fact, 
authority on old age recommends a 
per cent increase in protein, tron 
phosphorus and a 20 te 25 per cent 
crease in the B vitamins. There is every 
reason to increase meat intake of older 


persons. Lean meat is a concentrated 


source of the nutrients needed in larger 
amounts as we grow older 
Nutrition studies of older persons in 


Pennsylvania have shown that older per 
sons who eat liberal amounts of meat 
are in better health than those of the 
same age whose dieta contain very little 
meat. At the end of 14 months on these 
diets, the older people who ate more 
meat showed better blood condition, 
healthier skin, less fatigue, faster eye 
sight adjustment in semi-darkness, bet 
ter condition of the epithelial tissues 
and the tongue than the group whose 
diets contained less meat, and whose 
protein was largely from vegetable 
sources. This study indicated that it 
is nutritionally unsound and may be 
actually dangerous to health to dras 
tically reduce the amount of meat in 
the older person's diet 
Therapeutic Value of Meat 

In addition to the value of a liberal 
amount of meat in the diet in normal 
health, research indicates that meat is 
of special value in other conditions. The 
high protein content of meat is actually 
recommended in diseases of the liver 
where formerly it was considered dam 
aging 

One of the most prevalent diseases of 
mankind, dental decay (caries), may be 
very closely associated with nutritional 
status. After conducting studies on ex 
perimental animals, Dr. C. A. Elvehjem 
of the University of Wisconsin observed 
that, “The old-fashioned American diet 
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Meat eaters” at an early age were these healthy happy babiva. 


of meat, potatoes, milk, bread and a 
fairly high intake of fat should be a 
caries-preventing diet.” Reports of re- 
search in South Africa by Dr. T. Ock 
erse indicate that persons in areas where 
meat consumption is high show lesa den 
tal decay than those in other areas who 
eat very little meat and live mainly on 
rice and sweet potatoes 

Nutritional needs before and after 
surgery are being emphasized more to 
day than at any time previously. To 
heal wounds, to build new tissues and 
to bring about return to muscular 
strength, a generous amount of protein 
should be included in the patient's diet 
before and after surgery. Synthetic pro- 
tein compounds are effective in raising 
the protein intake when food protein is 
restricted but food protein does have 
distinct advantages. Protein, in the form 
of meat, is more concentrated than in 
most other protein foods. It is also com 
plete protein and thereby of more value 
to the body 

When a person suffers a severe burn 
there is a tremendous loss of protein 
from his body. This loss of protein may 
be made up by a high intake of good 
quality protein such as is found in meat 





When the patient receives a_ liberal 
amount of protein, he is able to build 
antibodies to resist infections which 
might oecur. And along with protein 
the patient who eats liberal amounts of 
meat will get B vitamins and minerals 
necessary for health. Not to be fergot 
ten is the appetite appeal of meat to the 
person with a poor appetite-—this is an 
important factor. 

Many people are in good health but 
net in good physical condition because 
they weigh more or leas than they 
should, The saying “The longer the 
beltline, the sherter the lifeline,” is be- 
ing affirmed all the time. Therefore, the 
Wise person maintains normal weight for 
his size and age. To do this requires 
will power along with revised food hab 
ita. ad diets have come and gone but 
the effectiveness of a high protein diet 
in weight gaining, weight control and 
weight reduction remains 

For the overweight individual, a high 
protein diet featuring lean meat is high 
ly recommended, This type of diet pro- 
tects the body from infections and the 
dangers of too rapid weight loss. The 
inclusion of a liberal amount of meat, a 
highly satisfying food, prevents the

Advocates of lower meat and more 
cereal consumption should also note the 
greater physical stature of meat-eating 
nations 
Contributions of Meat Research Program 
Evidence of the nutritional value of 
meat at all ages and in health or dis 
ease is the result of years of extensive 
research, It is a part of a concerted ef- 
fort by the livestock and meat industry 
to present the facts to the people 
Twenty-five years ago one did not know 
of the high B vitamin content of meat 
or that meat contained all the essential 
amino acids or that it was an important 
source of minerals. When physicians 
recommended very little or no meat in 
diseases of the liver or kidney or dur- 
ing pregnancy, there was no evidence 
that they were wrong. However, today 
after years of research in hospitals, col 
leges and institutions throughout this 
nation, there is proof of the importance 
of meat in the diet under every con- 
dition of health and disease. But-—the 
research is not finished. [t must con- 
and be expanded. Many phases 
facets remain unexplored. One is 
trace element problem. Many trace 
elements (minerals present in foods in 
very small amounts) are known to have 
impertant functions in the body. But 
which foods contain them and how much 
de they contain? At present the amounts 
of 31 trace elements in meat (beef, veal, 
pork and lamb) are being determined 
Another problem is to obtain informa 
tion on the nutritive value of meat with 
reward to the newest B vitamin, vita 
min BIZ. To date indications are that 
meat is an important source of this nu 
trient essential to healthy blood 
A continued effort is being made to 
prese the latest research finding on 
the nutritional value of meat to pro 
fessional people and to have it accepted 
by them. As thie information is passed 
on to the public and nutritional status 
improves, the level of national health 
should also improve. The accomplish- 
menta to date in restoring meat to its 
proper role in the diet, emphasize the 
need for continued research in this di 
rection. This long-range program of nu 
trition research, started by an organiza 
tien representative of the livestock and 
meat industry over 25 years ago, must 
continue. As this program of research 
and education has expanded and re- 
vealed much about the value of meat 
in the diet, we are no longer on the de- 
fensive when discussing meat. Now, at 
last, we may say that “Meat has come 
inte ite ewn.”

saltgrass. It is common in low moist 
areas, particularly where salt accumu- 
lates. Species of the saltgrasy are found 
along the Gulf Coast, and in the interior 
wherever salinity is a problem. 

The genus name of the saltgrass is 
Distichiia, derived from the Greek word 
meaning “two-ranked,” referring to the 
fact that the leaves extend outward from 
the stems in two rows, one on each side 
The common name, “saltgrass,” refers 
to the close association this grass has 
with saline soils 

Alkali sacaton, a species belonging t 
the dropseed, or Sporobolus, genus is also 
sometimes called “saltgrasa,” since it als 
is often found on saline soils. Alkali 
sacaton is a large bunch grass, whereas 
the saltgrass is a mat-forming grass 
that spreads by means of underground 
stems, somewhat like Bermudagrass. A! 
kali sacaton was described in the June 
issue of “The Cattleman."

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a species that is found om saline soils 
in the intertor, in almost all the states 
west of the Mississippi River. It is par- 
treularly abundant in the stream valleys 
of the West. 

A third species is found on saline soils 
in Arttona and California, but is not 
important. The fourth species, Texas 
saltgrass, is a larger species, and is 
found im the United States only in the 
Rio Grande Valley near Presidio, Texas. 
it ia more commen in northern Mexico. 

The saltgrasses are dicecious, ie. hav 
ing the female and male parts in separate 
flowers borne on different plants. The 
flowers do not differ greatly in appear 
ance as do the male and female flowers 
of buffalograss, and some others. They 
are on erect or bending stems. The flor- 
etts are overlapping in clusters, and 
there are a number of clusters together 
on the stem. The clusters of flowers be- 
come whitish on maturing. The leaves of 
the stems are narrow, stiff and pointed. 

Livestock graze the inland saltgrass 
when green and tender more readily 
when not growing on soils with excessive 
salinity. In some river valleys of the 
West, as the Pecos River, saltgrass and 
alkali sacaton are the principal grasses 
now present, and furnish a fair amount 
of grazing. Saltgrass was originally con 
fined to the stream channels, saline spots, 
and disturbed areas in the West. When 
grazing of the better grasses took them 
out, the saltgrass was able to apread, 
and even invade many areas where it 
was not formerly present. It has replaced 
such tall grasses as switchgrass, sacaton, 
Indiangrass, and others in many valleys 
of the Southwest 


USDA Proposes Mohair Grade 
Standards 


PROPOSAL to adopt U. 8. stand 
ards for grades of mohair is being 
considered by the Production and 
Marketing Administration, U. 8. Depart 
ment of Agriculture. Also, USDA is iv 
viting comments from interested persons 
en the proposed classifications 
The propesed standards are the first 
ever developed for mohair by USDA and 
they will be an aid in mohair trading by 
establishing a aniform guide throughout 
the country 
The proposed standards include seven 
grades. They are Grades 40's, 36's, 32's 
2R’a, 24's, 20's and 16's. These grades are 
set up in two series, one for spring mo 
hair and the other for fall shorn hair 
The proposed grades can be inspected iz 
Washington, D. C. Or, sample sets of 
grades in both series are bemg offered 
for sale, f.o.b., Washington, at $20 per 
set as long as they last 
To establish these grades, USDA made 
a survey of producers, warehousemen, 
manufacturers of mohair products and 
others. Also, Agricultural Experiment 
Stations and Extension services were con 
sulted. The proposed standards were then 
set up on the basis of these findings 
The deadline for receiving comments 
« June 30, 1951. They should be sent to 
the Director, Livestock Branch, Produc 
t and Marketing Administration, U. S 
Department of Agriculture, Washington

Plant with a legume whenever pow 
sible, Alfalfa im the beat legume

Range cattle are guided far more by 
smell than is generally realized. A cow, 
if not too highly bred, may look at her 
calf and seem to know it, but she will 
not claim it until she amells it. You will 
see her nose its body and then give a 
kind of moo that says very plainly, “My 
own child! Now come, dear little one, and 
suck.” 

Charlie Goodnight told me that when 
he began taking a “calf wagon” along 
to pick up calves born on the trail, he 
had much difficulty in getting mother 
cows to accept their young after they 
were unloaded from the wagon in the 
evening. A half-dozen or twenty calves 
jostling together during the day would 
get their scents mixed, thus making each 
a stranger to ite mother. Goodnight over 
came the difficulty by putting over each 
ealf a loose sack, «0 marked that it was 
used on the same calf day after day. 
being removed at evening; shes the scent 
proper to a calf would be retained for 
recognition by its mother 

If a cow lost her calf and at the same 
time there was a calf that had lost its 
mother, the bloodless hide of the dead 
calf fastened loosely over the orphan 
would influence the cow to adopt it." Gen 
erally she was tied, head and hind feet, 
each murning and evening, until she be 
came wreustomed to a strange cal/? suck 
ling.

Up to this time none of the range 
men on the Pecos had known of its ex- 
istence. It made a fine resting and filling- 
up place for the herd for two or three 
days. “Old Sid seemed proud of hisse’f.” 

Cattle, like men, go crazy from exces- 


| sive thirst. Their eyes sink in, some of 
| them going blind and hooking avon 
| at anything near them that moves. r 
| voices become moans, but as as they 


can make a sound, they will, at the faint 
est «tir of a fresh breeze, face it, lift 


| heads and run out their tongues in a 
| baw! of agony and hope. Their bodies 
| have the hollow, shrunken look of their 
| sunken eyes. If they set their heads to 


go in a certain direction, they are almost 
impossible to turn, though they may be 
halted. After traveling over a desert for 
days, and being almost within smelling 
distance of water shead, a herd has been 
known to turn around and, in a blind 
dioggedness that no human power could 
stem, take the back trail.’ 

The actions of thirst-crazed cattle upon 
approaching water were variable. At the 
first whiff, they might lift heads, sniff 
and strike a long trot forward. They 
might try to run and then, when checked, 
go to milling, adding te their own heat 
and thirst. They might upon reaching 
water lose all self-contrel and plunge 
ever blaffs to death. An overdose of alka 
line water like that of the Pecos could 
decimate a herd, but casualties at water 
ing places were out of the ordinary 

In the drouthy summer of 1868 Reuber 
W. Gray gathered 1700 head of mixed 
eattle on the San Saba to drive to New 
Mexico. His route led over the long, high, 
dry stretchestimated at from seventy 
to ninety-six miles—between the head 
waters of the Concho and Horsehead 
Crossing on the Pecos. For a day's ride 
back east from the Pecos, cattle ribs and 
skulls and horns, like sculpturings in 
“halk, extended the line of Golgotha 
markers that originally gave Horsehead 
ts name. There were no cattle returners 
from the west over this route 

teuben W. Gray's thiret-maddened herd 
headed for a bluff below the crossing 
Five hundred head rushed over and were 
killed by the fall and by being trampled 
mn or were drowned in the canyon of 
water" More than one herd upon ap 
proaching the Pecos was deflected from 
the river by amell of alkali lakes and, 
lespite all that men~-desperate them 
selves for water—could do, waa poisoned 

Castle Gap is about thirteen miles east 

f the Pecos. In 1872 a boss passing 
through the Gap with about a thousand 
head of westward-bound steers ordered 
ther checked at this place. A light 
shower waa at the very time motstening 
the surface of the greasewood-nurturing 
ground. The steers went crazy over the 
jamp amell. They milled and bawled and 
could not be driven toe water. Perhaps a 
more resourceful boss could have bodged 
them. They all died on that alkali fiat

After the big 
steer had been gone for several weeks, 
I decided ta look for him. I found him 
twenty-five miles away, and he was roll 
img fat. He was in a dagger country; the 
daggers were in bloom, and al! the mois 
tore he had been getting was from dag 
ger flowers, | drove him home and killed 
him for beef. When I cut him open and 
examined his bladder, | found it no bigger 
than a sack of Bull Durham tobacco.”

Certain wil cattle that Billingsley 
knew were hot coming to the wells, where 
men drew water with horsepower day 
and night. “One moonlight night,” he 
said, “I saw a big bunch of cattle out in 
the bay, standing im the salt water up 
to their hips. They were so wild that 
they would have died before coming to a 
treugh that man was pouring water into 
I learned that they stood in that way 
for hours, soaking into their systems the 
enit water they could not drink. Those 
old cold-blooded Longhorns could live as 
long as anything could live, and the wild 
er they were, the better they could take 
care of their own hides.” 

Contrary to the observation of many 
range men, scientists have claimed that 
the drinking of sulphur water will not 
make a cow shed ticks. Without going 
inte that subject, it is an established fact 
that before fences cut the Longhorn stock 
eff from following the dictates of in 
stinet, and while ticks were bad, cattle 
in the spring of the year used to leave 
good water and travel twenty and thirty 
miles te drink from the sulphur springs 
in Wilson County. These springs are not 
forty feet away from the clear non 
mineralized waters of Cibolo Creek; yet 
cattle would come from a long distance 
and fill up on the mineralized water 
Milk cows around Adarnaville, aecus 
tomed to coming each evening to their 
calves, would along in the spring lay out 
long enough to go twenty-five miles to 
drink from the sulphur springs 
Lampasas, then resuming their regular

D. Wilburn (Dec) Barton located, in 
1872, a herd of Texas cattle on the Ar 
kansas River some thirty miles above the 
spot where Dodge City was soon to be 
come famous.

He headed the first Livestock Sanitary 
Beard of Texas and helped to set the 
early quarantine lines in the state, thus 
affording more protection to cattle from 
contagious diseases. 

At an early convention he read a reso- 
lution in regard to dispensing with the 
turkey buzzard and made the following 
remarks: “It seems to be a very small 
matter to get after the turkey buzzard, 
but we believe it is a matter of consider- 
able importance. As a member of the 
State Sanitary Board of Texas, the bird 
has attracted my attention. It has be- 
come necessary several times to draw 
quarantine lines and we can make almost 
anybody respect the line but the buzzard. 
He is just a little too high for us, re- 
epecta no fence, respects no state, If they 
have anthrax in Louisiana, the buzzard 
feeds there, crosses over and scatters it 
over Texas from one end to the other.” 

On motion seconded the resolution was 
adopted and it was voted that “Mr. Kle- 
berg’s buzzard goes.” 

When Captain King died his widow 
asked Kieberg to manage the ranch and 
it was at this critical time that young 
RK. J. Kleberg, fourth president of Texas 
and Southwestern Cattle Raisers Asso- 
ciation, came inte the picture, He accept- 
ed the job, well aware of the mammoth 
task he faced. He had been Captain 
King’s lawyer and knew the legal “ins 
and outs” of the properties, and under- 
stood all matters relating to the pro 
bating of his will. 

“IT must make myself more alive than 
dead in this country.” he said, when 
assuming the ranch duties, and went to 
work. He probably contributed more to 
the development of South Texas during 
his lifetime than any other individual 
He was well fitted in both background 
and training to step in and take up where 
Captain King had left off. He had beer

ranges. He also started improving breeds | 


of carriage and cavalry horses. 
In 1903 he was instrumental in getting 


a railroad syndicate in St. Louis to build | 


a road (now owned by the Missouri-Pa 


cific) through the ranch. He donated | 


75,000 acres of land to help along the 
finances, persuaded other ranchmen in 
the area to give land likewise, and estab 
lished the town of Kingsville, which to 
day has a population of 17,000. This town 
was originally supported by the ranch 
and the railroad alone. Today the College 
of Arts and Industries, the $20,000,000 
Celanese plant, oil and gas exploration 
at nearby Bishop, and a prosperous farm 
ing area have turned it into a thriving, 
busy city. The Naval Air Station at 
Kingsville will soon be re-activated where 
jet pilots will be trained. 

The present headquarters house at 
Santa Gertrudis, one of the Southwest's 
showplaces, was built under Kleberg’s 
direction in 1912. 

This busy man also found time to serve 
as Chairman of the Corpus Christi Na 
tional Bank for many years and at one 
time his friends urged him to run for 
governor. He refused this honor, reply 
ing that his present job as manager of 
the King Ranch was big enough 

He was in poor health during his latter 
years, but his mind was as keen as ever 
and he ran the ranch from his sick bed 
During these days of failing health he 
continued to devote a great deal of his 
time to a pet project, and had the pleas 
ure of seeing it accomplished. This was 
the dredging of Corpus Christi Harbor 
in 1926 which made it a deep-water port 

Kieberg passed away in 1932 and his 
funeral was one of the largest ever held 
in Southwest Texas. “As square as a 
die” said his many neighbors and friends 
as they stood about the grave, serious 
eyed, Stetson hats held in their hands 
Hovering in the background were sad 
faced Mexican vaqueros who had ridder 
in from kmely pastures many miles away 
te pay their last respect to their beloved 
patrom.

Since ships and the sea have always 
called to most men and boys, young or 
old, he hid in the hold of the Desdemona, 
hound for Mobile, Alabama. He came out 
of hiding a few days later and notified 
the captain that he wae at his service 
Thus began his adventurous life in 
the river steamboat iness. By the time 
he reached manhood he was a steamboat 
captain on kets that plied the Missis 
sippt and Ohio Rivers and the Gulf Coast 
from Mobile to New Orleans, By 1840, 
he and Mifflin Kenedy, a Quaker from 
Pennsylvania, had formed a partnership 
in the steamboat business. In 1846 they 
carried supplies for General Taylor who 
was preparing for the invasion of Mexico 

After the war, although independent, 
Texas was still a youngster and it would 
be a long time before she settied down 
to sane and adult living. Although their 
naval services were no longer needed by 
the government, the two adventurous 
captains had become attached to Texas 
They had kept their eyes open on their 
many trips des and realized that here 
was a new country with many opportun! 
ties awaiting those of bold and daring 
spirit. They liked the outlook. It stirred 
their blood, They decided to seek their 
fortunes in a newer land. 

Kenedy started a pack train business, 
and King, bitten by the ranching bug, 
spent a great deal of his time with a 
young officer friend by the name of 
Robert E. Lee. This friend kept telling 
him that some day South Texas would 
become a great ranching country 

A year later when he heard that the 
Santa Gertrudis tract of land of about 
75,000 acres located in Nueces County 
southwest of Corpus Christi was for sale 
and at a mere song, he was tempted to 
buy a good part of it. In 1852, with Lee 
ss an advisor, he bought 54,000 acres of 
this tract, and thus was born the King 
Ranch, destined to become the largest in

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These partners did not believe in free 
grass and started the fencing of 
Santa Gertrudis with planks as wire was 
then unknown. The ranch was cireled by 
1870 which was the first fencing of the 
open range in Texas 

In 1869 Captains King and Kenedy 
divided their land and cattle holdings and 
separate establishments were set up. 

Captain King had dreamed of owning 
all the land between Corpus Christi and 
the Rie Grande, but as Bobbie Burns once 
said, “the best laid plans of mice and 
men gang aft agiey,” and a stomach 
eancer brought an end to this colorful, 
magnetic pioneer ranchman. He died at 
the Menger Hotel in San Antonio, April 
14, 1885, leaving all of his property to 
his wife 

The King Ranch is operated as a cor 
poration today. Richard M. Kieberg is 
chairman of the board. Robert J. Kieberg, 
Jr. in president and general manager. 
Richard M. Kieberg, Jr. is secretary- 
treasurer. A. L. Kleberg, cousin of Rich 
ard and Robert, is office manager. Mr 
and Mrs. Robert Kleberg, Jr., live on the 
headquarters ranch 

This cattleman’s empire is a lovely 
land if not visited by drouth, flood, fire 
or hurricane. Grass covered prairies roll 
ever onward toward the distant horizon 
sheitered here and there from the blazing 
sun by clamps of mesquite, lacy huisache 
and liveoak trees 

It consists of five divisions, each under 
the direction of a superintendent, over 
whose $14,000 acres graze 75,000 head 
of beef cattle and approximately 3,000 
horses. Each division has a Spanish name 
They are: Santa Gertrudis (Saint Ger 
trude), Laureles (Laurels), Encino (Live 
Oak), Norias (Wells) and San Antoni 
Viejo (Old San Antonio) 

There are approximately 500 em 
ployees on the ranch who with members 
if their families bring its population to 
around 1,000. The vaqueros and their 
descendants, who have lived on the King 
Ranch since its beginning, are proud and 
oyal.

EADS and hands seem to be the main topic of these 

articles, but, folka, both are mighty important to the 

horse and rider. Bad hands give the horse many bad 
habits; head slinging, star gazing, hard mouths, ete. . . . Good 
hands can put his head where it is needed, put a good mouth 
on him, and give the rider control which under most circum- 
stances he never realizes. One of the main keys to better per- 
formance lies in the use of better hands; educated hands, 


Hands are more than the ability to ride on a light rein. 
There are an understanding of the mechanics of putting a 
horse's head in position for balance and movement, They are 
following hands; not the kind allowing the reins te become 
slack, jerk and bump each time the horse goes through his up 
and down forward movements. 


It is said that hands “give and take” with the horse's 
mouth. I find they have to “give and take” more to compensate 
for the rider’s change of position caused’ by the horse's for- 
ward movements, 


The horse’s hind and front quarters move up and down. 
The rider has to lean forward and backward to “be with” these 
movements, In these three illustrations the rider's hands are 
held in practically the same place. The horse’s head stays 
about the same height and angle. There's a little bit of move- 
ment; but not much—not near as much as I used to believe 
before I took up photography to study horsemanship. 


Now take a look-see at the rider's upper body. In the first 
picture the horse, Jack Willeox’s Bravo, is starting his “drive” 
off his hindquarters. His forequarters are higher at this point 
of the stride. The rider leaned forward to be with the “drive.” 
To keep his hands in the same place he has to bend his elbows 
because his upper body is close to the horse's withers. He also 
uses his wrists and fingers to help keep slack out of the reins 
during the movements-——not only at a lope but at all other 
gaits as well, 


As Bravo goes down on his front legs, in illustration No. 2, 
the rider’s arms are starting to straighten, His upper body 
is moving away from the horse’s withers. Finally, in No. 3, 
his body has gone slightly to the rear, making him straighten 
and reach with his arms. He has allowed no jerking or bump- 
ing on the mouth which would cause the horse to raise his 
head. The horse learns the “feel” of the bit, light as it may 
be, and later on in his training, after getting the habit of 
carrying his head right, he can be put on a loose rein-—if the 
rider wishes 

Hands, I believe, can be easiest learned with a snaffle bit. 
Understanding the use of this bit allows the head to be canted 
to wach side and raised or lowered at will. It also helps in 
the making of a real mouth, which ean never be done until 
the rider learns hands. The use of hands, when using a snaffle 
bit, simply boils down to this: If the rider wants the head 
up he carries his hands high. If he wants it low he goes down 
with his hands in order to get a direct pull on the bars of the 
mouth, For an “in-between” head carriage he holds his hands 
at just about the position of the rider in these illustrations 
Part of the pressure is on the horse's lips, which raises his 
head, When the pressure is put down on the bars of his mouth 
he has a tendency to lower his head. With pressure on both 
his lips and bara the horse’s head goes to an “in-between” 
position, It is easy to see that the hands have te go down 
when a horse has a tendency to carry his head high. Of course, 
the horse haa to learn to “give” to the bit which has been 
taken up in other chapters. And there are always problems a 
trainer has to work out. For instance: Ambitious ponies usually 
try to pull and run. He can be corrected by pulling him around 
by one rein every time he tries to pull. Brone > hen go down 
one rein like this to keep a horse from bucking. “Doubling” 
him around both ways is the easiest way I know to break this 
pulling habit while I'm using a horse.

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What About Now? 

We've talked about the differentials 
between prices of good grades and other 
grades in the prewar period. Since that 
time, differentials between the goad- 
grade cattle and others have often been 
quite wide. 

Last January, for example, the average 
price for choice and prime steers was 
$4.46 above the good grade, while the 
medium grade price average was $4.0! 
below good grade. In the same month, 
common steers were $7.70 helow 
grade 

Last June, by contrast, 
prime steers averaged only £1.55 alove 
the good average, while medium steers 
were $2.12 below good grade. Common 
steers were $6.31 below good grade 

In fig. 6, we've converted the differ 
entials for grades from fig. 2 into per 
centages for the 1932-41 period. We've 
alse added differentials of choice and 
prime, medium and common grades for 
1940 shown as percentages of the good 
grade price for that year 

For common and medium gradex the 
monthly variations of average prices 
from the good grade for 1950 are rela 
tively smaller than during the 10-year 
period. And, exeept for the first 3 months 
of the year, the same is true for the 
choice and prime price averages

A rough approximation of the number 
of bushels of corn (or other feed units’) 
required for each additional 100 pounds 
of gain for (1) choice feeder steer calves; 
(2) cheiee feeder yearling steers; and 
(3) choiee feeder 2-year-cold steers is 
shown in table I 

Multiplying the value of a bushel of 
the number of bushels required

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Nation’s Grasslands Can Contribute 
Greatly to Increased Food Production 


“ RASSLANDS agriculture can make 
J enormous contributions to increased 
food production during the national 
emergency, according to Dr. W. M. Myers, 
head of forage crop research for the U. 
8. Department of Agriculture. Speaking 
at three recent Midwest pasture-livestock 
meetings, Dr. Myers labeled as “a false 
concept” the idea that farmers must plow 
up geod grasslands because of the inter 
national crisis. 

“Not only must we carry on with a 
grassiands program during the emer- 
gency, but we must push grasslands agri- 
culture with increased vigor,” Dr. Myers 
told farmers from several Midwest States 
at meetings in Kansas City, Springfield 
and St. Louis, Me. “Without improved 

rassiands the nation will have less total 
ood, and diet« will include less meat, 
milk, butter and cheese.” 

He defined grassland farming as a 
system based on wise use of grasses and 
legumes in the cropping scheme, and in 
permanent pastures, to protect the soil 
and to give profitable and sustained food 
production 

There are almost a billion acres of per- 
manent grasslands in the United States, 
mostly unimproved, Farmers can double 
or triple production on hundreds of mil- 
lions of acres of permanent grasslands, 
Dr. Myers said, through liming, fertiliza- 
tien, reseeding with mere productive 
grasses and legumes, and good manage- 
m™m 


Midwest farmers were reminded that 
all-out production of food, fiber, and 
other crops cannot be maintained through 
a long emergency if grasslands are elimi- 
nated from crop rotations. With improved 
grasslands, more of such crops can be 
produced on fewer acres. Experiments 
throughout the country have repeatedly 
demonstrated that corn and other crop 
yields are often four to six times higher 
in rotation with improved grassland crops 
than in rotation without sod crops. 

With improved grasslands, farmers can 
produce increased supplies of livestock 
products at lower cost and with leas labor 
without interfering with the production 
of other food and fiber crops and without 
competing for short supplies of feed 
grains, Dr. Myers said. Improved grass- 
lands can produce, as pasture, hay and 
silage, most of the feed required for some 
classes of livestock, At many experiment 
stations beef cattle of good to choice 
market grade have been produced regu 
larly on forage crops alone. Dairy cows 
produce 80 per cent as much milk on im 
proved pastures alone as on the best com- 
binations of concentrated feeds. 

Experiments in many parts of the 
country have shown that on much land 
improved forage crops can produce as 
much livestock feed per acre, at lower 
cost and with less labor, than corn and 
other feed grains. In North Carolina on 
land capable of producing 50 bushels of 
corn per acre improved pastures pro 


81 


duced the feed equivalent of 87 bushels 
of corn. Wheat Flelded feed equiva- 
lent of 30 bushels of corn. Oats bar- 
ley yielded the sp uivalent of 24 
bushels of corn acre. Total digestible 
nutrients per | ynnne cost 58 cents 
from improved tures, $1.35 from al- 
falfa bay as 77 ion om corn, and $2.07 from 
oats. Ret r man hour of labor were 
caleainted a8 at .09 from improved paa- 
tures compared with $5.81 from wheat, 
$3.69 from corn, and $2.79 from cata, 

More grassland research is needed if 
agriculture is to serve best in the nation- 
al emergency, Dr. Myers warned. Re. 
search on grassland crops and problems 
has lagged far behind research on many 
other agricultural problems. Before grass- 
lands agriculture can be fully productive, 
there must be more information on grase- 
land improvement and better varieties of 
forage plants. 

The ates crop research leader listed 
for Midwest farmers four major objec- 
tives that a grasslands program should 
and can accomplish 

1. Increased production of meat, wool, 
milk, a ee ats, and other livestock 

# through greater pasture, range, 
ge and grass-silage production. 

2. Higher production of food, fiber, 
feed grains, and other crops resulting 
from better rotations based on grasses 
and legumes for soil maintenance and 
improvement, 

3. Build reserves, in the form of soil 
productivity, stored food and feed, and 
increased beestaal herds, to meet the 
continuing and increasing emergency. 

4. Prepare for fertilizer shortages by 
storing fertility in the soil, and by sup- 
plementing fertilizer nitrogen as much 
as possible with productive legumes.

An investigation of what constitutes 
drouth resistance in plants is underway 

Four studies of grass reproduction 
have been started, inclading one project 
to produce mutations and other inherit 
able changes in grasses by radiation, and 
another project to attempt to doubie the 
chromoseme numbers of certain gTUsse% 
by exposing them to the drug alkaloid 
colchicine to produce superior plants. The 
two projects are expected to finished 
sometime this year 

A general project is being conducted to 
discover and study natural hybrid plants 
and attempt to reproduce them arti 
ficially 

In addition to on-the-scene experi 
ments, Institute acientists are doing their 
best to meet the growing demand for out 
side consultations 

“When requested, we have given what 
assistance members of a basic research 
group can to people with immediat 
grassiand problems,” Dr. Whaley said 

“(ne of the important factors likely to 
be overlooked in our work is the training 
we are giving a small group of unusually 
capable young scientists. They are learr 
ng modern research techniques and 
building an interest in grassland prob 
lems. Unless military manpower needs 
eut too deeply into our junior research 
staff, we anticipate being able to send 
out from the Institute a number of highly 
trained people with well-developed inter 
ests in Texas plant problems generally 
and in grassland problems specifically.”

Hay Often Deficient 
in Vitamin A 


| IVESTOCK producers who feed a 
7 


heavy diet of hay during the winter | 


months are given some vitamin 
advice by the American Foundation for 
Animal Health. 

Hay often loses its Vitamin A content, 
especially if it has been stored for more 
than a year, the Foundation reports 
When this happens, cattle, horses and 
swine are more subject to vitamin de- 
ficiency problems. 

“Symptoms of Vitamin A deficiency 
in cattle ey! inelude dull hair, a stilted 
gait, night blindness and the ‘stocking’ 
of the legs. Such cattle are likely to give 
birth to stillborn or ‘wabbly’ calves. Some 
of these calves are also born weak and 
are more subject to scouring,” the bulle 
tin states. 

“In horses, the most common signs of 
Vitamin A deficiency are night blindness 
and unnatural hoof development. Foals 
may be weak or stillborn 

“Sows which lack Vitamin A may far 
row stillborn, blind or weak pigs. Abnor 
malities may show up too-—inclading cleft 
palates, club feet and poor coordination 

“The best way to assure an adequate 
supply of Vitamin A, veterinarians agree, 
is to supply an optimum intake of green 
alfalfa hay, green grass in season, dé 
hydrated alfalfa meal and yellow corn 
Farmers should take precautions to put 
up hay that is green and nutritious and 
not store it for toe long a period before 
feeding.”

SERIOUS economic loss exists in a 
i akin disease which produces large 
masses of wart tissue. Technically 
known as verruca vulgaris, warts are 
caused by a virus (an infective material 
so small it cannot be seen under a micro- 
scope) which spreads rapidly, especially 
among young cattle. The infectious virus 
in fours: in the wart-like growth on the 
akin of in its discharge. When an animal 
with warts rubs on some object, the object 
becomes contaminated with the virus and 
through this and in ether ways the dis 
ease spreads, Calves are more susceptible 
as warts develop on any part of their 
body. In adult cattle the warts are more 
often limijed to the head and neck re 
wions 
Some warts are soft, break down easily 
and have a nasty diacharge. Other varic 
ties are hard and almost horn-like in 
character. Cattle with warta are appar 
ently not overly disturbed, but such 
growths are supported by the animal and 
cost the livestock owner money. Cattle 
with warts are unprofitable to the owner 
in that their market value is greatiy re 
duced by their very appearance 
When warts break off they leave ex 
yoned and bleeding skin areas. These are 
ubject to infection from the ever-present 
lisense gerins, and abscesses and other 
undesirable conditions result. While no 
actual figures are available as to the in 
fluence of this disease on the meat, the 
very sight of an animal covered with 
warts reduces its market value. The hides 
are proportionately reduced in value be 
cause when Warts are numerous it means 
that an otherwise valuable hide is sacri 
ficed for giue or fertilizer. Hides at 20 
cents per pound are worth $400 per ton, 
rather expensive fertilizer. If only a few 
warts are present they may be trimmed 
off, but frequently hard warts have in 
jured tannery machinery 
Wart damage is not confined to the 
skin surface as it affects the entire thick 
ness of a hide making the leather from 
such area of little value. Skins and hides 
with warts are always covered with more 
germ life than a hide without warts, This 
means a poorer cure and the introductior 
f germs into the souk and wash waters 
During liming the warts become loose 
and parts come off in the lime. After un 
hairing a scar resulta in all those areas 
where warts were present 
After tanning and finishing the dam- 
age is still apparent and the leather is 
devalued accordingly. The remedy for this 
ondition rests with the iivestock indus 
try This disease can be eliminated by 
wetting rid of all infected animala and by 
hygienic control of the quarters of the 
livestock.

Houston Fat Stock Show 


boy of San Antonio, hit the jackpot 
at the Houston Fat Stock Show 
when hia grand champion Hereford steer 
sold at auction for a record price of $17, 
800 to Glen McCarthy, Houston oil man 
and owner of the Shamrock Hotel. The 
steer, which weighed 795 pounds, was do 
nated by MeCarthy to the Arabia Teraple 
Shrine Crippled Children’s Clinic and the 
Houston Heart Association. It waa the 
highest price ever paid by an individual 
for a stock show steer. A few years ago a 
syndicate paid $43,000 for the grand 
champion steer at the American Royal 
and last year a group of business men 
paid $71,000 for a steer at the Shrine 
Crippled Children's Ball in Houston. 
The grand champion steer was bred 
by Straus-Medina Hereford Ranch, San 
Antonio, and sired by TT Royal Tri- 
umph, one of the two Register of Merit 
Hereford sires in Texas. It was shown 
by H. A. Fitchugh, Jr., son of the man 
ager of Straus-Medina Hereford Ranch 
The windfall Reyes received in Hous- 
tom came on the heels of somewhat less 
remunerative although profitable show- 
manship at the Fort Worth show where 
his reserve champion hoy's steer sold 
for $1,700 


The reserve champion steer of the 
Houston show, fed by Lewell Berggren, 
Elgin, Texas, sold for $6,000 to Bill 
Williams, Houston restaurant owner. It 
was bred by Mountain City Ranch, Kyle, 
Texas 

Both the grand and reserve champions 
of the show won top honors in the Jun- 
ior Division and then went on to win the 
most coveted honors of the Exposition. 
They were best of more than 800 steers 
entered in the show and represented ideal 
types in the opinion of John Burns of 
Fort Worth, judge of the show 

A total of 526 steers, exclading the 
two champions, were sold at auction for 
an average of nearly 53 cents a pound

Sharp Increase in Farm Mortgage 
Recordings 


The dollar-value of farm mortgages 
recorded during the third quarter of 1950 
was the largest for any comparable pe- 
riod since 1934, when an extensive re- 
financing program was under way, and 
nine per cent more than during the pre- 
vious third-quarter peak of 1946. Re- 
cordings during the third quarter of 1950 
showed a gain of 12 per cent in number 
and 2% per cent in amount over the same 
period of 1949. The average size of 
mortgage recorded increased from $4,190 
in 1949 to $4,815 in 1950, a gain of 15 
per cent. This increase in recordings 
during the third quarter of 1950 con- 
tinues the upward trend in borrowin 
that was apparent during the first half 
of the year 


In the third quarter of 1950 all ma- 
jor classes of lenders showed a gain in 
the amount of funds loaned on farm 
real estate mortgages over the same pe- 
riod a year earlier. The amount of mort- 
gages recorded by miscellaneous lenders 
during the third quarter of 1950 was 
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69 per cent larger, while the dollar vol- 
ume of eg Ne gy fd loans was 36 
per cent ommercial banks 
ranked hind woe with respect to the amount 
of increase, and loaned one-third more 
than during the third quarter of 1949. 
Mortgages closed by individuals were 
up 18 per cent, and the Federal Land 
Banks showed a gain of 12 per cent. 
The proportion of the total ree 

made by the various lenders during 
third quarter of 1960 has not omgnaes 
appreciably from a year earlier.

surance companies, and small declines 
in the proportion of all loans made by 
the Federal Land Banks and individuals. 


As might be expected from the indi- 
cated trend in farm mortgage record. 
ings during 1950, most of the leading 
lending agencies showed an increase in 
the dollar value of their holdings of 
farm real estate mortgages on July 1. 
Mortgage payments and releases have 
not kept pace with the increase in new 
mortgages recorded. Consequently, total 
outatanding farm mortgage debt next 
January 1 is likely to show fully as 
large an increase over a year earlier 
as occurred last January. 


Influences in the Land Market 

Land values are expected to show con- 
tinued strength during the coming year. 
Net farm income in 1951 is likely to be 
at least 15 per cent higher than in 1950, 
and net rental returns are also ex 
to continue favorable. Furthermore, Fed- 
eral and State taxes on the proceeds 
from the sale of farm lands may con- 
tinve to discourage sales in some cases. 
Consequently, many present owners will 
tend to hold their property and the num- 
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eacuinn Bele atin inte hs be

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Grass Fires Cause Serious Losses 


JHEN fire destroyed part of a 
range wy: experiment at Colo- 
rado A College, it was not 

a complete loss. The Experiment Station 
“sifted the ashes” and salvaged informa- 
tien for an object lesson in value of fire 
prevention 

More than a quarter of a ton per acre 
of usable forage was lost in the year of 
the barn as a result of some person's 
carelessness. In addition, investigations 
indicate a continued loxs in forage pro 
duction which will extend over several 
yours 

A fire got out of control weat of Fort 
Collins in January, 1949, swept over to 
and burned part of an experimental area 
used by the Experiment Station in inves- 
tigations cael at better use of native 
ranges. The range forage production 
phases of the investigations were thus 
disrupted. The Experiment Station was 
presented with a condition, albeit un 
wanted, in which detailed figures on pro 
duction gathered for years could still. be 
used in determining closely just how 
great losses from fire can be 

Fred Swetnam, Fort Collins, took upa 
study of resulta of range fires on the 
native shortgrass area as part of his 
graduate work in range management. He 
wax assisted by D. F. Hervey, assistant 
range conservationist for the Experiment 
SMation 

Swetnam found that 623 pounda per 
acre of usable livestock forage was lost 
as a result of the fire. A total of 328 
pounds per acre of cured forage was de 
atroyed by the fire. Added to this was 295 
pounds less forage production per acre in 
1950. These figures alone point up what 
might be repeated on other areas if dry, 
dangerous burning conditions exist 

But losses in forage give only part of 
the story. Other losses will be noted for 
several years, Swetnam determined 

Total leas of old leafage or surface 
muleh left the ground bare and contrib- 
uted to higher soil temperature. This in 
turn resulted in more evaporation loss of 
soil moisture, leaving less available for 
plant growth. Lose of old leafage reduced 
the rate at which water was absorbed 
by the soil. This meant a smaller total 
amount of the available precipitation pen- 
etrated into the soil and was lost by sur 
face runoff. Multiplied in size, the result

Fire damage sustained by an adjacent 
shrub type, largely mountain mahogany, 
resulted in a drastic reduction in current 
twig growth, Swetnam found. Almost half 
of these foothill shrub planta were killed 
back entirely to basal sprouts. This means 
a lows of valuable browse forage vital to 
both deer and livestock on foothill win- 
ter ranges. This is not a loss for just one 
year, Swetnam added, but for as many 
years required for the shrubs to regain 
their original crown size 

These testa show the chain of eventa 
which led to the drop in pasture forage 
production on the experimental range,” 
Swetnam says. “This alone would be 
oatly to any rancher or stockman. But 
when range forage, a cheap source of 
feed, is lost by burning it also means a 
corresponding increase in expensive sup 
plemental feeding will be required.”

Stock sheep numbers showed an increase during 1950 after 
eight years of continuous decline. A year ago, numbers were 
a record low. The 1950 increase amounted te 4 per cent, or 
about 1,000,000 head. Mest of the increase was in ewe lambs, 
with only a small increase in breeding ewes, Sheep and lambs 
on feed for market declined 6 per cent, to the smallest num- 
ber since 1920. Stock sheep numbers on January |, 1961, were 
24,065,000 head, compared with 27,099,000 a year earlier. The 
recent peak was 49,346,000 head, on January 1, 1942. 

Stock sheep numbers in the 13 Western sheep States in- 
creased about 3 per cent, with Texas showing an increase of 
6 per cent and Seuth Dakota up & per cent. The 11 other 
Weatern sheep States have an increase of about 1 per cent. 
Of the 19 States, eight show increases, while decreases are 
shown in Wyoming, New Mexico, Idaho, Arizona and Oregon. 
The 35 Native States showed an increase of 6 per cent. All 
Corn Belt States, except North Dakota, increased stock sheep 
inventories, There was an increase of about 5 per cent in the 
important early lambing States of Virginia, Missouri, Tennes- 
see and Kentucky 

Breeding ewes, 1 year old and over, increased only about 
| per cent. Ewe lamba for breeding are about 14 per cent 
larger than a year earlier and comprise about 22 per cent 
of the breeding ewes. The ewe lamb inventories are sufficient 
te provide a substantial increase in ewe numbers. The year 
19560 was favorable for sheep in the Western States, with ewe 
and lamb losses lower than in 1949. The total value of all 
sheep and lambs reached a record high of 828 million dollars, 
up 51 per cent from the 548 million dollars a year earlier, The 
average value of stock sheep and lambs on January 1}, at $26.40 
per head, is aleo a record and compares with $17.50 a year 
ago, an increase of 48 per cent 

The decline in the number of horses, which began in 1915, 
continued, with a 10 per cent decrease during 1950. Horses 
on farms January |, 1961, were estimated at 4,763,000 head, 
compared with 5,274,000 head a year earlier. The present num- 
ber is about 78 per cent below the peak of 21,431,000 head, 
reached in 1915. Decreases this year were general, with the 
greatest reductions coming in the North Atlantic and the North 
Central States. The decreases were about the same for the 
Southern and Western States. Horse slaughter during 1960 
whe greater than in 1949, but less than in 1947 and 1948.

PT“ HE Production end Marketing Ad- 
ministration of the U. 3. Department 
of Agriculture invites comments on 

proposals to change standards for grades 

of lamb, yearling mutton, and mutton 
carcasses, and for grades of slaughter 

(live) jambs and sheep. Comments should 

be received in Washington not later than 

March 22, 1951. 

The proposed changes in the carcass 
grade standards compine trime and 
Choice grades under the name fr rime and 
redesignate the present Good grade as 
Choice. In addition, the proposal would 
rename the upper two-thirds of the Com 
mercial grade as Good, The remaining 
one-third of the Commercial grade would 
be combined with the upper two-thirds 
of the Utility grade and would be named 
Utility. The remainder of the Utility 
grade would be combined with the Cull 
grade under the name Cull. 

The preposal would reduce the number 
of grades tor lamb, yearling mutton, and 
mutton from six to tive. Ihis eliminates 
the Commercial grad Also under the 
proposal, trime grade would be limited 
to lamba and yearling mutton carcasses; 
the top grade lor which matton carcasses 
would be eligible would be Choice 

The proposed changes in the slaughter 
(live animal) grade standards would 
bring them into line with the proposed 
carcass grade standards, including grade 
names The revised slaughter grade 
names would be Prime, Choice, Good, 
Utility, and Cull. Sheep, two years old, 
or older, would not be eligible for the 
Prime grade. This change would drop the 
grade names of Common and Medium 
the USDA is also proposing that the 
slaughter grades, which are now only 
tentative, be promulgated as official 
standards 

The carcass grade standards are used 
as the basis for Federal grading of these 
ments by the Livestock Branch of USDA's 
Production and Marketing Administra 
tion. The grades are stamped on meat 
in a purple ribbon stamp, and in the case 
ef yearling mutten and mutton the class 
is also indicated, 

While no official grading of live ani 
mals is done by USDA, the slaughter 
grades are available as guides to all who 
wish to use them. These grades do form 
the basis for uniform reporting of live 
stock marketings through the nationwide 
market news service carried out at 36 
markets by USDA. 

The grade change proposals are to be 
rinted in the February 21 issue of the 
Federal Register. Comments on the 
grades should be sent to Director, Live 
stock Branch, U. 8. Department of Agri 
culture, Washington 25, D. C 


Feeder Cattle Diseases 


*HIPPING fever, parasites, scours, and 
pneumonia are the most prevalent 
ailments of feeder cattle. Shipping 

fever can be prevented by having the 

animale vaccinated at least two weeks 
before shipment. Good sanitation is the 
answer to the parasite problem, and it 
also plays a big part in preventing in 
fectious types of scours. Animals that 
come down with pneumonia can be saved 
if the trouble is diagnosed and treated in

Field men are stationed at important range centers and 
inspect shipments, conduct investigations of loases by mem- 
bers, assist local officers in apprehending and capturing cattle 
thieves, and serve the membership in any way possible. An 
attorney furnished by the Association assists local officers in 
prosecuting parties indicted for theft from a member. 


When filling out this application it is important that in- 
formation as to marks and brands and range of cattle be as 
complete as possible. Draw your brands and marks on the cuts 
of animals on reverse side just as they appear on the cattle 
Use a separate cut for each brand and state whether the cattle 
are of your own raising; or if bought, give the name and 
address of the party from whom you bought. Brands may also 
be recorded in the space for remarks. If a brand is a tally on 
bought cattle same will doubtlesx be in many marks and a “V" 
should be put in one ear and “M” in the other-—-indicating 
various marks 

Charges incident to membership are $6 annual dues, $2 sub- 
scription to “The Cattleman,” and an assessment of ten cents 
per head per year on the number of cattle rendered, which 
number should be 65° of the actual number owned.
